Election Campaign 
Has Lost Altitude 


WASHINGTON—The election campaign has 

taken a bad turn. It may be temporary, but for 

: the moment, the professional politicians, who are 

immoderate and pragmatic by nature, have overcome the moderate 

and idealistic candidates in both parties. Though President Eisen- 

hower and Adlai E. Stevenson reached the top by overcoming extremists 

of the right and left, they are now indulging in precisely the kind of 
campaign oratory they have condemned in the past. . 


This, of course, is what usually 
happens in presidential cam- 
paigns. One extreme attack leads: 
to another. 

It now seems that both sets of 
speech writers, who are idealistic 
like the candidates but also under 


the influence of political strate- 


gists, are asking thémselves what 
they can write that will put the 
opposition in the wrong. 

The pace and tactics of the 
campaign are primarily respon- 
sible for this development. Five 
weeks before the election the pace 
is already almost beyond the 
bounds of careful preparation and 
human endurance and the tactics 
are forcing both camps into ex- 
tremities of every sort. 

Stevenson has set himself the 
objective of identifying the Pres- 
ident with all the weaknesses ‘of 
the Republican Party, past and 
present. The President, in turn, 
has taken out after the whole 
Democratic Party and inevitably 
the campaign has lost altitude as 
it has picked up speed. 

On the Republican side, the 
idea is being nourished that the 
administration has produced a 
genuine and lasting peace instead 
of an uneasy truce. The Demo- 
crats are presented as the party 
that produces war and the Re- 
publicans the party that produces 
peace and peace has been dis- 
cussed as if it were to be pur- 
chased without a struggle. . 

On the Democratic side, Steven- 
son has encouraged the belief 
that maybe the military manpow- 


er draft ¢an be abolished and 


——_—_— 
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that “disarmament” can be 
achieved, though he has not indi- 
cated how these things are to be 
done. 

The outlook for the future in 
the world, nevertheless, is not 
good. Stevenson has tried to 
grapple with this. He has reflect- 
ed the responsible opinion of 
many experts here on the slip- 
page of the Western. world’s i- 
tion throughout the — 
and the Far East, but his criti- 
cism in this field has been dis- 
missed with ridicule and abuse. 

Consequently, the campaign so 
far has done what most cam- 
paigns do: It has tended to con- 
fuse and divide and has con- 
cealed what is probably the most 
important fact in the United 
States today. 

That is that both parties actual- 
ly accept the same obligations in 
both the national and interna- 
tional fields. Both accept the ob- 
ligations of the federal govern- 
ment to maintain full employ- 
ment, minimum wages and con- 
trol over the nation’s internal 
economy. 

Both accept the obligations of 
collective security in the field of 
foreign affairs. The main. ques- 
tions have to do with the means 
by which these objectives are to 
be achieved but re has been 
very little talk about this.

This, one official explained, is 
where the tax office is now trying 
to protect the public.

On a piece of property fronting 
50 feet, for instance, the tax of- 
fice tries to offer for sale only 10 
or 20 front feet. But if an ‘sout- 
sider has already bought up the 
fifa. and there are no other 
bidders, the tax office can be 
forced to offer a larger amount 
of property for sale. 

Then unscrupulous tax deed 
buyers who want more than a fair 
profit from their investment have 

chance to bid on a large piece 
of property which they can soll 
for a big profit. 

Queried about the situation, 
Standish Thompson, chief deputy 
tax commissioner, declared that 
if the law were changed to allow 
the county to bid on property 
levied on for taxes even when an 
outsider has bought the fi.fa., 
then both the county and the tax- 
payer would be protected.

Michigan has an exceptionally 
large percentage of voters who 
call themselves independents; 
and few dispute their right to do 
so. Since 1936 the state has 
never in a. presidential year 
elected a governor of the same 
party as the presidential candi- 
date who received its electoral 
votes.

At the moment, most political 
observers give Eisenhower an 
edge in the contest for the 
state’s 20 electoral votes. A poll 
made for the Michigan Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee 
about the middle of September by 
a private opinion sampling or- 
ganization gave Eisenhower 52 
per cent of the potential vote 
and Stevenson 48 per cent. As- 
suming a vote of about 3,000,000, 
this would mean a Republican 
plurality of 120,000.
